New York, March 7.— Thomas Col­ 
lier Platt, form erly United States sen­ 
ator from New York and for many 
years a national figure in Republican 
politics, died In the apartment of Mr. 
and Mrs. Gustav Abele!, on W est Elev­ 
enth street, from whom he had rented 
three rooms for the past four years. 
Mrs. Abele had been his nurse. 
Dr. Paul Auterbridge, his physician, 
said that the cause of death was acute 
Bright's disease. 
The body was re­ 
moved to the home of Frank ll. Platt. 
his son, and w ill be taken to Owego, 
N. Y., the senator’s birthplace, where 
the funeral services will be held. 
An 
hour before the senator died his two 
sons, Frank H arry and Edward, with 
their families, had left the house, after 
their usual visit. 
Mr. Platt sank into 
unconsciousness and died fifteen min­ 
utes later. 
The relatives had all re­ 
turned to his bedside. 
Last Wednesday Senator Platt was 
at his office down town. 
For several 
years he had been in feeble health. 
Despite his advanced age he took an 
active interest in affairs and refused 
to neglect his business until the dic­ 
tates of nature Imposed a rest. 
He' 
was out of bed at 7 o’clock every 
morning and always early at his office.

M cK inley was shot; Roosevelt be­ 
came' president and the days of Pla tt’s 
domination in the state lapsed into 
senility.

He made a second marriage, 
which ended in the courts, and he 
was sued by Mac Wood, formerly a 
clerk in government employ, for a 
divorce, on the strength of a third 
marriage never proved to have taken 
place. 
Platt was born 
in 
Owego, Tioga 
county, New York, Ju ly, 15, 1833, of 
Puritan ancestry.

Turbulence Comes as an Unwelcome 


Shock to the Hopes of the Quaker 


City Authorities for a Quiet Day. 


Textile

Philadelphia, March 7.— The calm of 
the 
quietest 
day 
Philadelphia 
has 
known since the carm en’s strike ho­ 
gan more than two weeks ago was bro­ 
ken at night by a series of disturb 
ances in which three persons were 
shot, one, a girl, fatally, many unruly 
persons were severely clubbed by the 
police and more than a score of ar­ 
rests were made. 
The turbulence of the night came as 
an unwelcome shock to the hopes of 
the authorities that a day was to pass 
by without serious disorders. 
Resolutions demanding the impeach­ 
ment of M ayor Reyburn and dismissal 
of Director Clay, were adopted with 
cheers by 1,500 textile workers at a 
meeting. 
The 
resolutions 
declared 
that the mayor and directors have per­ 
mitted public safety to be endangered 
by the operation of cars with “ inex­ 
perienced and reckless employes,” and 
the taking of firemen from their regu­ 
lar duty and utilizing them as patrol­ 
men. 
The eommitte of ten iu charge of 
the organized strike movement claims 
that 125,000 persons in the various 
branches of Philadelphia’s widely di­ 
versified industries have left their em­ 
ployment to demonstrate their sync 
pathy with the traction m ens cause 
and help them win their fight. Figures 
gathered by the police department, 
however, are cited by Director of Pub­ 
lic Safety Clay to support his previ­ 
ous claim that not more than 20,000 
men had struck. 
The labor leaders claim that 150,000 
men soon w ill be out. 


Accession to Ranks of Strikers. 


The committee of ten. while in ses­ 
sion, received word of several import­ 
ant accessions to the ranks of the 
strikers. 
Among 
those 
who,

claimed, will quit work are the carpet 
loom 
weavers, 
involving 6,000; 
the 
glass workers, 1,500, and shirt and 
laundry workers, 5,OOO. 
Actors’ Local No. 6, which includes 
nearly all tho performers in the mov­ 
ing picture shows and cheaper vaude­ 
ville theaters, voted to accept no Phila­ 
delphia engagements while tin' strike 
is on. 
This action will, it is said, re­ 
sult in the closing of many of these 
places of amusement. 
It is stated that none of the leading 
theaters w ill close as a result of the 
sympathetic 
strike.

then seized a shotgun and shot Traar 
twice.

and

surrendered 
themselves to the Alexandria authori­ 
ties and were placed in jail. 
Olson worried over the delay of the 
grand jury and finally took his own 
life.

Washington, March 7.— Meat prices 
have advanced in 
all the principal 
consuming and producing sections of 
tin* world according to statistics com- 
pi’ed by .the department of commerce 
and labor. 
rho report shows the chief meat ex 
porting countries of the world to be 
Australia, 
Now 
Zealand, 
Argentina, 
Canada and the United States, the 
chief meat 
importing countries 
the 
United Kingdom, Germany, and, in a 
less degree, the other European coun­ 
tries. 
All of the moat exporting countries 
show higher prices per pound in their 
exports in recent years than those of 
a decade ago, and all the meat import­ 
ing countries show higher rates on 
their imports and the current market 
quotations. 
The advance in fresh meat prices is 
less than that in salted and preserved 
meats, and in nearly all countries the 
advance in beef is less than that of 
! pork and mutton. 
The fact that the percentage of ad­ 
vance in the price of fresh meats, es­ 
pecially those shipped In the chilled or 
frozen state, has not been as great as 
the advance in salted or preserved 
meats, is said to be due to reductions 
made in the past few years in the cost 
of chilling or freezing and transport­ 
ing meats of this class. 
The advance in mutton is regarded 
as 
due 
to 
the com paratively 
slow 
growth in the world’s supply of sheep 
and tin* consequent advance in the 
price of wool. 


Value of Fresh Beef Exports. 


In Canada the value of fresh beef 
exports advanced from an average of 
6.1 cents per pound in 1898 to 8.2 cents 
in 1909; that of mutton from 6.1 to 11.2 
cents per pound, and pork advanced 
from 3.3 cents per pound to 9 cents. 
Meat imports into the United K ing­ 
dom in the period from 1896 to 1898 
show advances in nearly every case, 
the principal 
exception 
being fresh 
beef, of which the average price per 
hundred pounds decreased from $8.21 
in 1896 to $7.96 in 1908. 
The Import 
price per hundred pounds of salted 
beef advanced from $5.33 to $8.15; pre­ 
served beef from $11.39 to $18 46; pre­ 
served mutton from $715 to $10.37, 
and pork from $7.57 to $8.56 per hun­ 
dred pounds.
